In Praise Of 
Prowess 


HE running of a measured 

mile by a human being 
in less than four minutes 
is an historical event; that 
it has been accomplished 
by Roger Bannister, an 
Englishmen, must give 4# 
sense of delight and deep 
satisfaction to all Britons. 
This bos been the must 
elusive of all athletic 
targets since the Greeks 
organised the original 
olymplads, and over the years 
men have striven to achieve 
what was once regarded as 
the impossible. That an 
Englishman should be the 
first tu run a contested 
Mile race in less than four 
minutes is also not without 
significance, Despite the so- 
called decline of Britain 
and her people (due, ac- 
cording the apologists, to 
the strains and stresses of 
two world wars) she has 
sull been able to bring oft 
quite oo few important 
“firate’ of international 
importance during recent 
rears, Britain was the first 
to establish o commercial 
jet airline service; the 
Mrat to fly o jot bomber on 
a non-stop two-way Atlantic 
filght; it was o British 
team of mountaineers, to- 
gether with Sherpa Ten- 
sing, which first climbed 
to tne summit of Everest, 
These accomplishments are 
not recalled in any scuse 
of boasting, but they do 
show, as does Roger 
Bonnister's great perform- 
ance, that Britain as o 
nation and Britons as in- 
dividuals still retain tho 
ploneering Soir. There {4 
also this to be noted about 
Bonnister’'s achievement: 
while it has all the ap- 
pearance of being an In- 
dividual porformance, the 
breaking of the world’s 
mile record was, in foct, a 
team show, For Bannister 
to cover the distance in 
3:69.4 it required Chris 
Brasher 
pace at the start and for 
Chris Chatuway to keep on 
pacing Bannister after the 
first stringer had dropped 
out of tho race, Tho final 
triumph was Banniater's, 
but he owed as much to his 
running mates os did 
Hillary and Tensing to 
their colleagues in the con- 
quering of Everest. It is 
right and proper to praise 
prowess, but in doing so it 
is becoming to acknowledge 
the contribution which team 
spirit invariably makes to 
the realisation of targets 
and the creation of new

GEN de CASTRIES’ PHONE

Strict military censorship last night still 
description of the last hours of the fortress of Dien Bien Phu and its fall 
before the onslaught of the Indo-China Vietminh rebels. 

But fragmentary despatches heavily delayed and received out of 
order from Reuters correspondent, Denys Corley Smith, gave these 
glimpses of yesterday’s action. They disclose the use of a new Chinese 
multi-rocket weapon, the “Peking Organ.”

“AMBUSH AT TOMAHAWK 
GAP", in colour, 1s definitely 
one of the better Westerns, It's 
got a feasible story, the twists 
in the plot are unexpected and 
the cnd is certainly not a fore- 
gone conclusion, What is more, 
re tribution doesn’t overtake all 
the “bud” characters and good 
fortune the good, In fact their

If 
yeu observe him In a nureery 
schyul, you find that while he 
may ke to be with other 
children, he tends to gizy alone, 
alongside another child who 1s 
also playing alone, He may ike

One group amusement such 
young children may enjoy Is 
listening to a brief story while 
they con see the pictures in the 
book, Even then, the group 
rarely can number over three or 
four, in order for oll of them 
to lovk and listen ot the same 
time, 


They might olso ike to move 
about for a few minutes as 
some rhythmical music is played. 
Or they might be Induced to 
“march,” in duck-like fashion, 
from one room {o another or 
through a few doors.

IN to OUT. 

A lot of people yo wrong 
right at the beginning of their 
swing. They tend to start their 
back swing by taking the club- 
head away from the ball on the 
OUTSIDE arc. That, Immodiate- 
ly, gets them off Ine and brings 
them back Into the ball with a 
cutting action. The thing to 
do is take the olub-head straight 
back from the ball. You might 
even try taking it very slightly 
Inside the straight line. 


FOLLOW THROUGH 

Having sturted right the next 
thing is to pivot properly. Make

During the lost few years, 
thunderstorm researeh hus be 
come an priority job in 
mncteorology, 

The massive cumulo-nimbus 
thundtrclouds that tower up 
miles into the sky are a constant 
threat of Miars, A ttiree-milee 
high cloud will often build up in 
ten minutes or less, And a pilot 
chught insidea thundercloud will 
find himself one minute borne 
upwards ina rising stream of 


dir, and the next carried down 
by a hail-laden airflow moving 
at sixty miles on heur, 


To find out what goes on tn- 
side these thunderclouds, Amerl- 
ean scientitts have been carrying 
oul a giant research — project, 
More than twélve hundred Slants 
have been monde dt diferent 
levels through selected thunder. 
clouds, using planes packed with 
meteorological gadgets, Batluous 
have bern sen€ up into the 
clouds and followed dy radar. 
Radar was used to detect the 
raindrops as they forthed, and to 
track them as they [ell through 
the cloud. 

From the masses of statistics 
that poured into the metcorolo- 
gical laboratories, the scientists 
have bullt up o picture of the 
workings of n typical thunder- 
cloud, And thelr discoveries look 
MWke being of first-rate im- 
portance to our alreraft plots, 

A thunderstorm |s seldom a 
single storm in itself, It ly mado 
up of a tot of little storms 
within the cloud, each having a 
life of Its own. In between tho 
storm cells there ly generally a@ 
wall of relatively calm alr, and a 
plane keeping in these quiet 
preas can fy through a thunder. 
cloud without being flung about 
by turbulent alr currents. Each 
storm urea within the cloud can 
be as much as three miles in 
diameter. 

Inside the storm areas, warm 
air rushes upwards unul it ts 
covled in the upper alr. A stream 
of cold air then starts flowing 
downwards, carrying rain or 
snow. ene alr = cutrents, 
moving rapidly in opposite direc- 
tlons, build up an electric charge 
between dilferent layers of the 
utmospheré. Suddenly, a hundred 
miliion-velt spark jumpa—and 
then we see a lightning flash, 

As radar techniques develop, 
pilots may be able to find their 
way without difficulty along the 
calm-oir corridors in the 
thundercloud.
